Jdemnation of the measures which 
ave inflicted much suffering on 
ind presented undoubted griev- 
ances to the Chinese community. 
‘There can be no denial of the 
fact that it is as much in the 
interests of the Chinese as of 
the foreigner that Shanghai's 
restoration and, indeed, endow- 
ment with a surer quality of 
integrity should be attempted. 
But as everyone has agreed that. 
such an attempt cannot be made 
jexcept with Chinese consent and 














Mr. | Kawakami, in “Japan 
'Spenks,” is even more definite: 
Tt would be wide of the mark 
to say that any of the powers as 
such has encouraged Japan. to 
Tauneh the ‘military. intervention 
at Shanghai. But it certainly is 
trae that the foreigners, especial 
ly foreign business interests, in 
Shanghai, are’ at heart” in 
sympathy with the measures 
taken by the Japanese. ‘There 
area number of reasons why 
they should welcome Japanese 
intervention. In the first place, 
they ‘want to" bolster “up” the 
International Settlement and the 
French Concession whose. status 
has, inthe face of Nationalist 
onslaughts, been growing more 
‘and more uncertain. 
Unless ostriches have found a 
resting place in the foreign 
camp to the domination of ex- 
pressions of opinion there, the 
faccuracy of these dicta cannot | 
be gainsaid. Yet it is equally 
lcertain that there has been a 
[great revision of opinion, in the 
last two or three weeks at all 
events. The need is to get that 
revision across, and it is to be 
hoped that the controversy now 
Jawakened by an incomplete 
revelation of a purely —sec- 
tional foreign attitude will 
be as promptly turned into 
{the safer channel of friendly and 
frank discussion and a more de- 
finite recognition by foreigners 
lof the realities of the Chinese 
view of the Shanghai situation. 
Tf it be contended that any 
Chinese opinion can be nothing 
but intransigeant, then a de- 
featist attitude is’ inevitable. A 
ldemand for a Round Table Coi 
ference will be put up and its 
only value will lie in the fact 
that, at some future date, when 
more troubles have come upon 
Shanghai, the promoters will 
fe the doubtful satisfaction of 
being able to say that they made 
leonerete suggestions for avoid- 
lance of these troubles. Even 
if ‘they could say that, it 
‘would be very doubtful whether 
they would be upheld by the 
llogie of events. Most sensible 
people will agree that a policy 
lof drift should be avoided. But 
fa policy of precipitate formul:

last few months, the rumbling 
of the storm, which has now 
broken over Japan, precipitated 
lgrave issues’ in Manchuria and 
Shanghai. It would be impos- 
sible to say that the Japanese 
[Government showed itself’ able 
to direct its handling of those 
issues, without abdicating much 
lof its’ authority to the General 
Staffs. Its representatives in 
Geneva and in world-capitals 
were in the uncomfortable posi- 
tion of being unaware of the 
exact intentions of the Govern- 
ment for which they spoke. The 
reason was clear: that Govern-| 
ment was attempting to ride on 
ithe snaffle because it dare not 
luse the curb. And the snaffle 
has been only partially compet- 
lent to keep the Government in 
ithe saddle, Now it seems in 
danger of having given way al- 
together.

J, HUDSON TAYLOR 
May 21. 

In this country and the home 
lands to-day Protestant mission 
ary circles are celebrating the 
centenary of the birth of J. Hud- 
gon Taylor, the founder of the 
China Inland Mission. To the 
majority of laymen the centenary 
may mean nothing. To many, 
however, it will recall a very re- 
markable personality: a small 
man, physically unimpressive, 
yet possessing a power which was, 
felt by all who came in contact 
with him, whose courage and zeal 
in the faith built up the large 
organisation which is now carry. 
ing on his work. Mr. Hudson 
‘Taylor was born at Barnsley on 
‘May 21, 1892, He studied medi- 
cine and became an M.R.CS. The 
missionary spirit was strong in 
him, and in the early autumn of 
1858 he set sail for China, land- 
ing in Shanghai in March of the 
following year, preparatoty to 
‘commencing his life-work. From. 
that time he devoted all his en- 
ergies to the evangelisation of 
the Chinese. His inspiration he 
shared with others. His mes- 
sage, backed up by his own 
ample, proved | irresistible, 
his gift of leadership consolidat- 
ed behind him a body of workers 
‘on. principles which have often 
been derided and most bitterly 
eriticised and which, shorn of 
the beliefs which are their funda.

And it 
never solicits funds. ‘Its mem- 
bers know and understand that

His 
policy of boldly striking out into 
hitherto unreached areas often 
brought unfavourable criticism 
lupon his head. It proved itself, 
however, and in its success 
jereated a sleady demand for 
Imore workers. ‘The result is that 
the China Iniand Mission is the 
largest of its kind in the country. 
The policy is still being carried 
jon. Stations are being opened 
in’ faraway Tibet and distant 
‘Turkestan. And still recruits 
fare coming in. From smal] be- 
jginnings there has grown @ 
Breat organisation, with finan- 
cial, business, shipping, and 
other departments. Not least in 
ithe organisation are: the Chefoo 
Schools, with the foundation of 
which Mr. Hudson Taylor per- 
sonally had much to do. 
lunstinting in his. self-s 
devotion to the evangelis: 
inland China and ready to go to 
fall lengths in hardships, toil, 
1d danger in order to advance 
it, Mr. Taylor was no ascetic. 
He was a man who thoroughly 
lenjoyed life. He had a keen 
lsense of humour. He needed it’

These traits, with the life he 
lived, an example in the Christian 
faith to all who knew hi 

fendeared him to his followers, 
land there was wide-spread 
sorrow not only among members 
lof his own mission but in Chris- 
{tian circles in Britain, the United 
States, the Continent’ of Europe, 
/Australia, and Canada—to men- 
tion a few of the lands he had.

Lord Snowden’s declaration that, 
the Government had made strong 
representations to the Soviet 
Government regarding the dis- 
parity between exports to Russia 
and imports from that country 
into Great Britain, was warmly 
welcomed by Lord Lloyd who 
ishowed general satisfaction with 
the Government reply by with- 
‘drawing his motion. The signi 
ficance of the debate may be 
found less in Lord Snowde 
indication of firm handling of 
the credit and the balance of 
trade issues than in the marked 
jchange in the Government's tone 


























towards Russian diplomacy. 
While Lord Snowden ruefully 
jadmitted that the Russians 


‘were very difficult to get on 
with” and strongly endorsed 
Lord Lloyd's condemnation of 
the Soviet’s repudiation of 
Russia's. international — obliga 
tions, he indicated that the Brit- 
ish Government were pursuing 
ino reckless policy of unguarded 
trust or of obstinate aloofne: 
Renewals of credits would not 
be attempted for more than 
twelve months without more 
istringent guarantees than in the 
past. Conversations in regard to 
ldebts had been stopped and 
ithere the Government, for the 
moment, were nonplussed. ‘They 
were open to practical augges- 
tions on that last point, 
Perhaps the most_” striking 
passage in Lord Snowden’s 
speech was the assertion that 
the virulence of Russian pro- 
paganda in capitalist countries 
had greatly abated. Speaking as 
la member of the National Gov- 
lernment, with the resources of 
Whitehall behind him, Lord 
‘Snowden must be taken to hav 
faithfully reflected the latest 
lofficial view of this long-dis- 
lcussed problem. Shanghai has 
reason to know the seriousness 
lof it. Even now the activities 
lof foreign and Moscow-trained 
Chinese communist agents are 
jengaging the close attention of 
ithe authorities both inside and 
loutside the International Settle- 
ment and French Concession. It 
is therefore satisfactory to learn 
that the vigilance of those au- 
{thorities are likely to be reward- 
led, for, if there has been a rcal 
damping down’ outside Russia 
lof communist revolutionary pro- 
paganda directed by Moscow, it 
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is reasonable to assume that leey 
anxiety on that score need be 
felt, “This probably does not 
apply to the communist activi- 
ities in the interior of China; 
there they have derived added 
strength from local conditions 
and appear in no small degree 
to be the expression of acute 
economic malaise which finds it 
convenient to use the communist 
label and such communist doct- 
tines. as may be ready to hand. 
A further light on Lord Snows 
lden’s statement was thrown a 
week Tater by a remarkable let- 
ter from Lord Revelstoke to the 
“Times”; it is published in. ane 
other column to-day. Lord Re- 
velstoke, as a leading banker in 
the City of London and the head 
Jof a house which, in the Tsarist 
days, had much’ knowledge of 
Russian finance, can be said to 
write with special authority. In 
effect he made no specific sug- 
Igestion in response to Lord 
Snowden's request for guidance 
to the reopening of the debt 
question but he applied to the 
Russian issue that spirit of 
broadminded regard “for the 
future which was so evident in 
{a pronouncement made by him 
le few weeks ago and widely com- 
mended by many well-informed 
journals, 

Here again is to be discerned 
the insistence on the doctrine of 
Interdependence. In effect Lord 
Revelstoke declares: “let us not 
condemn the Russian people to 
isolation merely because of the 
fallacies on which their oligar- 
chic government is based.” 
Politically there can ‘be littie 
association in the full sense of 
‘the term—apart from formal ee- 
lcognition—with the Soviet Gov- 
lernment. ‘There is no reason 
why this barrier should not be 
broken down as Lord Revelstoke 
lsuggests by open encounter “in 
the field of commerce and fine 
lance.” It is noteworthy that

GEORGES PHILIPPAR

Accounted among the missing. 
Nor is the cause of the con- 
flagration fully established. In 
some respects the disaster re- 
calls that tragic loss of the 
“Titanic” twenty years ago. 
‘The magnificent White Star 
liner, the latest of her type, was 
on her maiden voyage to Amer- 
ica when she fouled an iceberg. 
‘The Georges Philippar, a sister 
ship of the Felix Rousseau, ad- 
mired by all who saw her in 
Shanghai, was returning atter 
‘completion of her maiden voyage 
to the Far East. There the par- 
allel ends. Although the figures 
are incomplete, the death-roll of 
the present disaster will be on a 
Beale nothing like that of the 
‘Titanic in whom 1,513 lives were 
Jost—about 68 per cent of 2,224 
Passengers and crew. —More- 
over there is nothing to sug- 
gest that the deficiencies and 
hesitations which aggravated the 
‘Titanic’s awful predicament 
have been active to prevent the 
Georges Philippar from receiv- 
ing. the “promptest assistance. 
Difficulty in ases the 
facts was due in part to the fact 
that a Russian ship had gallant 
ly taken a large number of sur- 
vivors aboard and the langusge 
bar intervened to withhold cer- 
tainty of the numbers so saved. 
Now it appears the tanker is 
earrying over 400 of the pas- 
sengers and crew of the French 
vessel and thus the probable 
death-roll is considerably reduc: 
ed in proportions.

THE NAVY LEAGUE 
May 18. 
‘The Committee of the Shang-' 
hai Branch of the Navy League 
are to be warmly congratulated 
‘on the satisfactory Report which 
they were able to present yester- 





ing. ‘The day has not yet come 
when Shanghai is able to present 
for the convenience of the men 
‘who go down to the sea in ships 
‘a Seamen's Institute worthy of 
its standing 99 a port. It can at 
least be said, however, that 
there are various institutions 
which on special lines admirably 
fulfil'a great part of this need. 
Foremost among them is the 
Union Jack Club which is run 
under the auspices of the Navy 
‘League. ‘The association of the| 
Senior Service with this Club 
has not prevented its extensive 
use by the British Army since 
circumstances brought more of 
the Junior Service into Shanghai 
than was at one time considered 
necessary. It will be seen that 
lust year the Union Jack Club 
took $39,000 in excess of the 
total receipts in 1927 when there 
were no less than 20,000 British 
soldiers in Shanghai. The Com- 
mittee, as was mentioned the 
other ‘day, have followed the 
policy of doing much of their 
‘good by stealth. ‘That is to say, 
‘they are content to rely on the 
steadfast generosity of the 
‘Shanghai Race Club for financial 
‘support and they have preferred 
in the past to avoid inviting per- 
sonal visits to the Club from the 
genoral public. ‘This policy has 
justified itself because it obviot 
ly preserves the character of the 
Club and so prevents the men 
who use it from feeling that 
their amenities are in danger of 
being disturbed by the intrusion, 
however well-meaning, of in- 
terested spectators. 


That does not suggest that the 
Committee would not weleome a 
more active interest by the 
British community in the affairs 
of this very flourishing institu- 
tion. ‘There are many ways in 
which the Club can be helped 
apart altogether from financial 
assistance, which is never to be 
despised especially in view of 
‘the mew building operations 
which the Club proposes. The 
Committee are always grateful 
for books, magazines and other 
periodicals for the use of their 
reading room.

‘The emergency is one which will 
no doubt inspire all citizens to 
rally to the support of all or- 

mnisations which can be im- 
rovised to cope with this par- 
alysing blow. 

It maybe that the strike will 
be of short duration. It is dif- 
ficult to be too confident on that! 
point. One thing is certain: if 
{the whole community shows it- 
self ready to unite in refusing to 
accept dictation from the mem- 
bers of a utility service, the pro- 
spects of a speedy solution will 
be greatly enhanced. It will be! 
seen from the news published to- 
day that a definite move is being 
made to minimise the inconveni: 
ices which are bound to accrue 
the result of this stoppage of 
‘one means of communication. It 
is to be hoped that the Govern- 
ment will take a lesson from the 
experiences of its predecessors. 
‘A good deal of the trouble in 
the Postal Department is due to| 
a settlement of the last strike on 
a basis which tended grievously 
to whet the appetite of the agita- 
tor. 

‘The Postal Service in China 
is one of which this country has 
reason to be proud. Condemna- 
tion of this rash action on the’ 
part of the workers is in no way’ 
‘extended to a lack of apprecia- 
tion of the general devotion to| 
duty and the admirable esprit 
ide corps which they have from 
time to time, and notably in the 
midst of grave emergencies, dis- 
played. It will not be forgotten 
that during the big floods of last’ 
year the Post Office services were 
maintained up the river almost| 
without a break in spite of grave 
danger and enormous difficulties. 
Even now the Postal services are 
being carried into bandit terri- 
jtory. This, however, gives all

ACHIEVEMENT 
May 21. 

The early part of this month 
heard probably one of the most 
lepoch-making announcements 
lever made in: the history of 
science. Two young doctors of, 
Cambridge working at the Caven- 
dish. Laboratory were able to 
state that they had succeeded in 
splitting the atom. For the first| 
time in the world they had obtain- 
led more energy out of something’ 
than was put into it, achieved 
the age-old dream of ‘the alch 
mists of transmuting matter, and 
broken the law of the conserv: 
tion of energy. The atom hi 
been split before, but the success 
of these young men is of immense 
[scientific importance and opens 
‘up vast possibilities, though the 
achievement is not yet of prac- 
tical importance. "The work 
falready done in ‘this direction 
had led observers to believe that} 
if atomic energy could be releas- 
fed at will the world would be 
Ismashed in the process, but what 
hhas happened in the Cavendish 
Laboratory, apparently, is that 
these two young scientists, D: 

T. Walton, and J. D. Cockroft, 
have made inportant progress in 
man’s control of latent atomic 
lenergy. The method used to 

tthe atom was to fire millions 
of particles a second through a 
vacuum tube at a speed of 10,000. 
kilometres a second, and it was 
this terrific bombardment which 
ultimately succes 


To the lay mind the only 
picturesque quality about “the 
whole matter” is the enormous 
speeds used, but Dr. Cockro! 
explanation ‘of what has been 
done should prove of interest. 
He says:— 

“We concentrated on an atom 
of hytsoxenn We wete prepared 
9 werk on voltages ranging from 
100,000: to 300,000 volta. 

“We found that at 120,000 volts 
some of the atoms we were bom 
fering began to Sek pinto 

‘These helium atoms came out 
with energies of the order ef 100 
{110 times that of the Particles 
wwe were firing into them.” In one 
ense it is true that by this means 
wwe were turning 120,000 volts into 
190,00 volts. 

“But only one particle breaks 
up for every 10,000,000 we use t2 
bombard ie We. are” producing 
from these atoms 100 to 160 times 
of the known “energy,” but only 
‘once in. 10,000,000 times.

It is a matter for considerable 
satisfaction that this achieve- 
ment has been attained by two 
lyoung Britons, in a laboratory at 
Cambridge, which has been 
doing brilliant experimental 
lwork for years under Professor 
‘Sir J. J. Thomson, and latterly. 
under Lord Rutherford, who 
lendorses the reports of thi 
recent success. Sir Leonard Hill 
lconsiders the discovery to be the 
beginning of something far 
bigger and far more important] 
than the layman might imagine, 
and, inded, from all ‘Scientific 
opinion at present published it| 
would seem that despite the 
endeavours made in other coun-| 
tries—very often with financial 
resources far in excess of those 
favailable at Cambridge—British 
scientists have again made a 
mark for themselves and are 
lazing a new trail in sefence| 
which may open up new wonders 
for the world before very mafy 
years are passed.

Rubber Review :—The following information has been court- 
eously supplied by Reuters :-— 

London, May 13 :—“ The London rubber market during 
the past week has been completely dominated by the proposed 
taxation in America of crude rubber or rubber manufactures. 
Early in the week, the proposal for an import duty of five cents 
per ib. on crude rubber caused a rush to buy near shipments to 
America. Later, a rumour that the tax might apply to stocks 
‘of crude rubber in the United States created hesitation here, and 
finally, the news that the import tax had been abandoned and an 
excise-duty on tyres’ and inner-tubes substituted for it, brought 
this market more or less back to its original situation, but a quietly 
steady tone ruled at the close. 

The London rubber market is remaining closed on Saturday 
and Monday, May 14th and 16th.” 

" New York, May 19:— Early in the past week the rubber 
. marked ruled exceedingly dull due to the holiday abroad, but 
then became quietly firmer.on a little speculative buyin Later 
in the week, the market again improved slightly, but 
has been small and lacking any new developments.

Rear-Admiral W. S. Benson

Rear-Admiral William Shepherd 
jenson, former chairman. of the 
1.8, Shipping Board and decorated 
by Japan with the First Class Order 
of the Rising Sun, died here to-day 
of apoplexy at the age. of 7 years.

comic and, to the lover of naivety 
in ‘its most expressive form, 
invesistible. 








Jonathan Wild, who may have’ 
inspired one of Dickens’ many 
drafts on the Calendar for his 
eharacters, is given no less than 
fifty-six pages in the new edition 
of the Calendar for the descrip- 
tion of his misspent life in which 
organised thieving and _pick- 
pocketing on the seale of modern 
big business took a prominent 
part, besides bigamy and a few 
‘other crimes thrown in. ‘The 
writer quaintly attributes 
evil courses to his love of read~ 
ing and points out that his

The crities of the cinema 
would do well to consider this 
old-time proof of public interest:

"After working with 
the Relief Commission in Belgium, 
England. and Holland, he went. to 
Poland, Vienna, Warsaw and. num- 
jerous other interesting. places, of 
fll of which he has some’ pertinent 
remarks to make. Later he came 
{ the Far East, and not the least 
Interesting part ‘of the book deals 
with his. visits to Japan, China, 
Hongkong ‘andthe Straits Settle: 
ments, and his comments on the 
People and things he came across 
Bhow a" Keeness of insight and a 
fiair for picking out the funda. 
mentals which are as rare as they 
are. refreshing. ‘There are many
